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1. ON THE BASIS OF OUR PRESENT INFORMATION 
AT THIS POINT WE DO NOT THINK IT WISE TO MAKE FELDMAN'S 
CASE AN OBJECT OF OFFICIAL ENQUIRY BY THIS EMBASSY TO ANY 
PART OF THE GOA. FELDMAN'S DETENTION, OR SO REFTEL 
SUGGESTS, IS THE RESULT OF CHARGES THAT HE ENGAGED IN FRAUD. 
FOR THE EMBASSY TO APPROACH GOA OFFICIALS ON THIS MATTER 
COULD BE MISINTERPRETED OR EVEN MANIPULATED HERE TO THE 
DETRIMENT OF OUR EFFORTS IN BEHALF OF HUMAN RIGHTS CASES. 


2. WE HAVE SOUGHT SOME WAY OF CONTACTING FELDMAN'S 

FAMILY OR HIS LAWYER TO LEARN MORE ABOUT THE CASE BUT 

IAVE BEEN UNABLE TO DO SO. DAIA (THE ARGENTINE JEWISH COMMUNITY 

COUNCIL) HAS NO INFORMATION ABOUT HIM. CAN THE 

DEPARTMENT CONTACT CONGRESSMAN GILMAN'S OFFICE TO OBTAIN 

40RE INFORMATION TO HELP US? THE DEPARTMENT MIGHT ALSO 

SUGGEST THE CONGRESSMAN CONTACT THE ARGENTINE EMBASSY

6- THE SUCCESSION. REFERRING TO A SPEECH VIOLA MADE I

APPEAREO NOW WOULD SUCCEED HIM. VIOLA CLAMMED UP AKD I

7. THE INTER-AMERICAN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION. VIOLA 
WAS INTERESTED IN HEARING HOW THE AMBASSADOR THOUGHT : 
COMMISSION UOUIO ACCOMPLISH ITS WORK AND WHAT KINO OF 
REPORT IT WOULD ISSUE. THE AMBASSADOR AGAIN PUT DISTAL 
BETWEEN THE IACHR AND THE USG. RESPONDING ONLY THAT 
COMMISSION MEMBERS WERE EXPERIENCED, INDEPENDENT PEOPL 
WHO KNEW WHAT THEY WERE DOING. 
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
